“They should consider as addressed in a special manner fo them the 
invitation to frequent and daily Comminion which the Holy See has made 
to all the faithful, and therefore each and every Sodalist is earnestly 
recommended to strengthen himself with the Bread ef Angels not only on 
the days when he can gain a Plenary Indulgence as a Sodalist, but also 
te strive te follow the pious and salutary custom, most es gerly desired 
by Christ our Lord and the Catholic Church, of approaching the Holy 
Table often and even daily” (Rule 39 of Common Rules of the Sodality). 

Since our late Holy Father, Pius X, published his admirable and 
never-to-be-forgotten decree on frequent and daily Communion, there has 
been a great and blessed incréase in the number of daily communicants 
among the laity; but there still remains an immense number of our Cath- 
olié people who could well begin the gracious practice of daily Communjon, 
but who abstain from daily approach to the Holy Table in spite of the 
urgent invitation of our Holy Father the Pope. From the above quoted 
rule, it is the particular duty of the Sodalist to practice and encourage 
frequent and daily Communion. Every one of our Sedalists should there- 
fore try to understand very thoroughly the attitude of the Church con- 
cerning frequent and daily Communion. 

Only two conditfons are required—the state of grace and a right in- 
tention. This makes the whole matter exceedingly simple. Any one who 
follows these two easy conditions is invited and urged to go to Com- 
munion frequently, and if possible every day. Let our Sodalists turn 
over again and again in their minds the immense benefits of frequent 
Cemmunion. In our good actions we painfully and toilsomely gather 
merit and grace in the sight of Ged. In the Sacrament the flood-gates of 
God’s mercy are thrown open to us, and the grace descends in a shower

It represents Napoleon seated upon his steed, in the midst of his 
mounted staff. In the foreground of the picture, and slightly beneath 
him, the Imperial Guard sweeps past on madly dashing chargers, a blaze 
of colors and a whirl of fiercest action. The bronzed and flushed faces of 
the veteran warriors are lighted with a glow of enthusiasm as they wave 
their swords and wildly shout their brave salute. 

But silent, resolute, imperturable, sits “the man of destiny.” 

It is a picture that thrills the beholder though he should look upon it 
for the hundredth time. Al) the patriotic hopes and aspirations of the 
men, all their loyalty and self-devotion, all their trast and pride and con- 
fidence in their successful leader, are here concentrated into a single 
moment and impressed upon their glowing faces as they fling their “Hail 
Napoleon!” fearless into the teeth of death. 

In that instant France iteelf is in thetr minds identified with that 
little figure, sitting motionless and outwardly unmoved, accepting as a 
wonted and expected tribute that fierce and solemn greeting. 

Such is the height of devotion to a purely human leader. Many a 
great king and mighty general has thus reviewed his stalwart treeps as 
they marched by to victory or death. Few perhaps have received such 
unstinted loyalty and service as Napoleon from the soldiers under their 
command. 

Yet what was Napoleon to them in comparison with what Christ, our 
Leader, is tous? What had Napoleon done for them in comparison with 
what Christ, our King, has dene for us? What cause had Napeleon to 
propose in comparisen te the sublime mission of Christ, the Savior of 
mankind 7? 

What are we'willing, then, to do for Christ: the infinite Ged, become 
a babe for us and laid in a manger; the Creator of the universe made 
man that He might suffer, toil and spend Himself for love of us, in hard- 
ship, ebloquy and ceaseless labor, watching for us and praying long inte 
the lonely vigils of the night, yielding Himiself up for our sakes inte the 
hands of them that hated Him, in order that He might at last be lifted up 
for us upen the woed of malediction and die for our soul’s salvation in 
agony upon that Cross? 

How different the scene when we turn from Him to the earthly kings 
and leaders of the embattled nations! Their position is to view safely 
from afar the mighty struggle of the great contending armies, where the 
fighting thousands become indistinguishable to the eye, while friend and 
foe are bent in the storming of the bloody trenches or the taking of the 
armored forts. They are comfortably housed within the camp, while 
underneath the wintry sky the untented soldiers lie in the foremest battle 
lines. 

There is no fault to find with this. It is the modern way in which 
battles must be fought. The welfare of the State and the safety of the 
armies demand that those who rule and direct the countless human units 
should not themselves be exposed to needless peril, lest all might end in 
general confusion and defeat. 

Yet not such is the example given us by Christ, eur King and Leader. 

He Himself first bore the brunt of all the hardships and the dangers 
before inviting us to follow Him. He not merely imperilled His own life, 
but freely laid it down for us, paying our ransom even with the last drop 
of His Precious Blood. He asks of us ne sacrifice He has not offered 
Hmiself. In our labors, our apostolate, our yielding up of worldly geeds 
fer His cause and for His Church He has everywhere given us the su- 
preme example. We are only to follow in His footsteps. Was ever a 
king and leader such as He? 

What was there truly lovable in the person of Napoleon himself? 
His treatment of the Sovereign Pontiff and the Church sadly reflects upon 
the selfish ambition ef the man. But even when we turn feem him te that 
great glory of France, the kingly St. Louis, when we behold him laboring 
in the trenches with his soldiers and fighting for the cause of Holy Faith 
against the Mosiem hosts, we stil! fall far short of that Divine Leader to 
whom our loyalty is pledged. 

Who so strong, se beautiful, so regal yet so humble, so heroic and 
unselfish as the King we follow! What, then, shall prevent us from giving 
Him a love and a devotion in our service for the extension of His kingdom 
upon earth, such as His love deserves and we can render? 

On no proud charger is He mounted, but we behold Him lifted up for 
us upon the Cress.
